Ho, 
with his staff of export auditors and accountants, 
keeps tho books of the whole governmental es- 
tablishment and has broad powers ot deciding, 
what expenditures are legally authorized.

The bureau of tho hud get performs for tho 


whole government the function of guarding the 
national purse. It is In the treasury department, 
but not under its jurisdiction or direction.

president's agency for handling tho .detail*) in- 
volved In tho preparation of his estimate*! of. ap- 
propriations for tho ensuing year, estimates of 
receipts and expenditures of the government for 
tlic prior current, and ensuing years, and slate-- 
merits relative lo tho financial condition of the 
government. Tho president is required by law to 
transmit tho budget to congress on the lirst "day 
ot each regular session.

judiciary of Knsiand is regarded as the 


best example af tlio supremacy of justice in I3u- 
rbpo, but tlio highest Knglish occupant of tho 
bench must bo removed by thu king upon tin: 
request of parllAinont. 
A justice of tho .supremo 


court of the Unllqd States can he removed for no 
other cause, thai! "high crimes and misdemean- 
ors," which have never been charged against any 
justice except Samuel Chase, who was impeach- 
ed In 1SU4, but who was acquitted by the senate 
In 1SOG. 
His Impeachment grew put of political 


opinions held and expressed by ]iim, and did not 
Involve the integrity of tho man. 


Recently it has boon suggested that the consti- 


tution bo amended to provide that none, but un- 
animous or two-thirds majority decisions shall 
set aside acts of congress, hut it is doubtful that 
such an amendment will bo adopted for many 
years.
